Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research, 

: Scholarships. 

Tae Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Krnest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relat- 
ing to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Kach Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October 1st, 1929. A Scholar may be reappointed for not 
more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not neces- 
sarily required to devote the whole of his or her time to 
the work of research, but may hold a junior appointment 
at a university, medical school, or hospital, provided the 
duties of such appointment do not interfere with his work 
as a Scholar. 

Grants. 

The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the assist- 
ance of research into the causation, treatment, or preven- 
tion of disease. Preference will be given, other things 
heing equal, to members of the medical profession and 
to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine.

THE DENTAL BOARD. 

Ar the last meeting of the Dental Board, held under the 
chairmanship of the Right Hon. Sir Francis Dyke Acland, Bt., 
it was announced that the Pharmacopoeia Commission desired 
to obtain the help of the dental profession in deciding as to 
certain inclusions in, or omissions from, the new British Pharma- 
copacia, and had asked the Board to nominate two representa- 
tives. The Board appointed for this purpose two of its 
members, Mr. Guy and Mr. Bowen. 


Proposcd “ Diploma in Public Dentistry.” ’ 

A communication was received from the British Dental Associa- 
tion forwarding proposals for a qualification in public dentistry. 
The Association is urging the establishment of this additional 
qualification, analogous to the D.P.H. in medicine, for members 
of the dental profession who are taking up public dental service. 
Public dental appointments, the Association points out, are rapidly 
increasing in number, and this increase will certainly lead to the 
jnstitution of some superior dental authority interested in the 
contro) and supervision of the services and the adoption of a 
large measure of uniformity in the methods employed. The duties 
of public dental officers, it is also stated, call for the possession 
of special knowledge in addition to that provided for in the 
ordinary curriculum, which ought not to be further overloaded by 
the iocnion of theso special subjects. The course of study for 
the proposed diploma, according to the scheme, would extend over 
a perio of not less than one year, subsequent to the attainment 
of a registrable dental qualification. The Board thanked the 
British Dental Association for forwarding the communication, and 
left the matter in the hands of the General Medical Council. 


The Board and an Irish Free State Hospital. 

The question of the legality of a ce grant by tho Board 
to the Incorporated Dental Hospital of Ireland (in ‘view of the 
faet that the hospital is in the Irish Free State) has been a 
matter for the opinion of counsel. The legal view is that the 
Denial Board is still connected in an educational sense with the 
medical authorities of the Irish Free State; representation on the 
Board still exists for those practising in the State, and the Board 
is not prevented from making such grants. The Board, in view 
of this opinion, decided to make a grant of £900 to the Incor- 
porated Dental Hospital of Ireland on the usual conditions. 


Correspondence. 


Distribution of the Mileage Grant. 

Smr,—In the Supplement of December 27th, 1924 (p. 231), 
you were good enough to print a letter from me suggesting 
a simple alteration in the method of distribution of the mileage 
grant which would effect a more equitable distribution of that 
fund. I have reason to believe that this scheme was well 
received by those who took the pains to investigate what would 
be the effect in actual counties, and that the Ministry of 
Health was interested, and would have liked to have seen the 
system tried. 

It is generally agreed that the present method of pay- 
ment for mileage adversely affects the doctor practising in 
a sparsely populated district. It may even happen that a 
rural practitioner travels one-quarter the mileage of his 
confrere in a densely populated district, and only receives cne- 
fifteenth of the amount paid to the latter for mileage. This 
is owing to the fact that the latter is generally able to make 
many visits in a single journey, while to the man in the depth 
of the country nearly every visit means a journey. The aliera- 
tion proposed was to meet and remedy this state of affairs. 

My suggestion is that, instead of distribution units being 
calculated from mileage units only, they should be calculated 
from the formula— 


D.U., is distribution units. 
U, is mileage units as now calculated. 
N. is the number of persons on the doctor’s panel. 


The number 500 has, in certain counties, been thought suit- 
able; but is not necessarily the figure to be adopted. Raising 
the figure 500 would be to the advantage of the town and 
lowering to the advantage of the rural practitioner. In the 
case of partnerships the panel would be considered as belonging 
to the partners in whatever share each arranged, the mileage 
being proper to that share. In the case of a practitioner 
practising in more than one area it is essential that N be the 
total of the numbers on all his panels. 

Although essentially a matter for the doctors, the public has 
an interest in seeing that its money is properly distributed. 
It would be of interest to have the opinion of those committees 
or individuals who have considered this or any other scheme 
for the same purpose.—I am, etc.,

Consulting Pathologists Group. 


Sir,—In the Supplement of March 16th I read with astonish- 


ment some of the proposals made at the annual conference of 
the Consulting Pathologists Group. 

The suggestion that those in charge of private laboratories 
should possess a diploma in pathology or an M.D in that 
subject (incidentally impossible at most ——— seems @ 
definitely retrograde step. Surely the pathologist should not 
be so specialized, but should be the possessor of a sound general 
medical knowledge. It would therefore be quite sufficient if 
his qualifications under this scheme were those contained in the 
first half of the second sentence of paragraph (0). 

The attempt at framing a resolution to exclude laboratories 
attached to commercial firms has not been very successfal. 
There is at least one laboratory bearing a trade name which 
is stated to be om independent of the commercial side of the 
undertaking. This institution would not be excluded by the 
approved clause in paragraph (0). 

ne is glad to see that a list of pathologists willing to do the 
work will be circulated, if the appropriate committees agree. 
There is, however, no indication as to the means by which the 
willing werkers will be discovered. It is not easy either to 
understand how those of us who are not members of the Con- 
sulting Pathologists Group can decide whether we are willing 
or not when we have no indication of the scale of charges. 

Is not the whole matter one needing discussion by all patho- 
logists, whether members of the Association or not, and cer- 
tainly by those members*who are not attached to the Consulting 
Pathologists Group, either because they do not wish to be or 
because they have never been asked ?—I am, etc.,
